Mr Gagnon stated that it is the consignees' position that the subject 
devices are not medical devices as defined under Section 201 (h) of 
the Act by reason of the intended use of the device as confessional 
aids only The consignees also take the position that use of the 
devices by the Church of Scientology and/or its members is not subject 
to jurisdiction of the Food and Drug Administration under protection 
of the First Amendment 

In discussing the two possible choices in disposing of this matter 
release or refusal Mr Gagnon was advised that to our knowledge direct 
appeal may be made either to the Commissioner of FDA or the Secretary 
of HEW should our decision be to refuse entry The matter of the 
injunction at Dallas Texas was discussed at some length by Mr Gagnon 
Feeling that appealing directly to the Federal District Court also 
provided an avenue for judicial review in the event of refusal 
Mr Gagnon indicated that he would like to discuss the matter with

I enjoyed meeting you and Mr Salmon at the informal hearing today- 
I am hopeful that our discussion has cleared up any misconceptions 
that the FDA might have had at the time these confessional aids 
were detained 

As you know it is the Church s position that the electrometer is 
a simple confessional aid used in the practice of their religion 
The electrometer is not intended nor is it in fact used m the 
diagnosis cure mitigation treatment or prevention of disease 
This being the case I believe it should be quite clear that the 
electrometer is not a device within the meaning of the Food and 
Drug Act and therefore is not a subject over which the FDA can 
assert jurisdiction Additionally, of course, we most strongly

Import Status of Hubbard E-Meters 
Your Memo dated March 3, 1969 

In your memorandum of March 3, 1969, to this office, 
you outline a course of action with respect to the Hubbard 
E-Meters offered for import Your memorandum also invites 
comment from this office 

Subsequent to the writing of your memorandum of March 3, 
the United States District Courts both at Los Angeles and at 
Austin have re-examined and upheld their prior judgments, in 
effect sustaining the detention of E-Meters offered for import 
In both of those District Courts, an appeal is possible and 
we have agreed not to require exportation of any of the detained 
devices until appellate rights of the Church have been exhausted 

During the week of March 17, 1969, Los Angeles District 
monitored a spot check at Seattle District, Minneapolis District, 
and New York District to determine whether bookstores of the 
Church of Scientology in those areas were distributing literature 
making therapeutic claims for the E-Meter devices Such liter¬ 
ature was found in the Church bookstores in each District 
This survey was conducted pursuant to agreement between Gordon 
Wood, Director of Los Angeles District, and Joseph P Hile 
Similar literature was previously found by Los Angeles District 
and by Dallas District in their territories 

Thus, while the Church of Scientology is separately 
incorporated in each of a number of States, the pattern of dis¬ 
seminating literature with therapeutic claims for these devices 
seems to be uniform This literature should not be considered 
to be labeling It does, however, indicate the intended use of 
the devices in the prevention and treatment of serious diseases 
The labeling of the devices offered for import does not bear 
adequate directions for use in those conditions For that 
reason, the devices are misbranded under Section 502(f)(1) 
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This is entirely consonant with the majority opinion of the 
Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia which clearly 
holds that they are not objecting to condemnation of the 
devices on tie ground that the labeling fails to bear adequate 
directions for use 

We have therefore prepared a suggested policy statement 
to be issued to all Districts A copy of that statement is 
attached

In accordance with the views expressed In my memo to the Bureau of Medicine 
dated 2/17/69 and in which you concurred (copy attached) the Districts have 
been advised of the appellate decision and that for the present we are not 
contemplating further legal actions or detentions of the E Meter 

Several Districts responded that they currently have B-Maters under deten¬ 
tion Some have issued Notices of Detention and at the request of the 
importers have granted extensions of time for replying In other cases, 

Refusals of Admission were Issued, and the devices are still in possession of 
U S Customs 

As you know, the complaints for injunction against FDA in DAL DO and LOS DO 
to prevent us from making further detentions or exporting those already 
detained were dismissed by the Courts shortly before the appellate decision 

To dispose of those cases in import status, we plan to refuse admission of 
the E Meters now under detention We propose to require their exportation 
(as well as B-Meters which have already been refused admission) unless you 
advise to the contrary Ha do not however contemplate further detentions 
unless you so advise

D C. v U S the Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia on February 5, 1969, In a 2 to 1 decision reversed 
the judgment of the District Court which had condemned a number 
of E-Meter devices On March 11, 1969 the Government filed a 
petition for rehearing with the Court of Appeals 

The majority opinion stated that under the circumstances 
in this case the First Amendment to the Constitution precluded a 
judicial review of the literature of the Church to determine its 
truth or falsity However the majority opinion pointed out that 
that this holding would not prevent condemnation of the device 
if its labeling were found to lack adequate directions for use 

In the District Court the Government had charged that the 
devices were misbranded on two grounds (1) that the labeling 
was false and misleading, and (2) that the labeling failed to bear 
adequate directions for use The case had gone to the jury on 
both allegations of misbranding and the jury had returned a verdict 
in favor of the Government without specifying whether it relied 
on one or the other or both of the misbranding charges Conse¬ 
quently the majority opinion of the Court of Appeals declared that 
the jury might have reached its verdict at least in part upon a 
determination that the Church literature was false This, tne 
majority declared, would violate the First Amendment to the 
Constitution 

In the case of The Church of Scientology of California v 
Finch, et al. . the U S District Court for the Central District 
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of California dismissed an Injunction suit brought by the Church

because defendants purport to authorize the seizure and detention

Defendants acting in their various Federal governmental capacities 
have promulgated a uniform Food and Drug Administration policy to 
detain and seize a certain article described as the Hubbard Electrom¬ 
eter or E-meter which article is used by plaintiffs m the practice 
of their religion as a simple confessional aid defendants have 
attempted to justify the wrongful seizures and detentions pursuant 
to the Food Drug and Cosmetic Act when in fact these articles are 
not and do not appear to be misbranded devices within the defini¬ 
tion of the Act further plaintiffs allege these detentions and 
seizures are an abridgement of their constitutional rights respecting 
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the establishment and free exercise of their religion 


Pursuant to tnc lood and Drug Administration policy the defendants 
on November 4 and November 6 1968 detained three F-meters addressed 

to plaintiffs Henry and Mary Ann riliDi as ministers of the Church 
of Scientology of Unnesota after olamtiffs exhausted their 
administrative remedies defendants still ruled on December 13 1968 

that the E-meters would be detained as misbranded devices and 


either returned to tne sender or destroyed pursuant to^this^same^ 
policy the defendants had previously and have since detained*!^ 
E-meters addressed to the plaintiff Church all of which makes itst 
impossible for the plaintiffs to practice their religion!in^accord- 
ance with their established belief in the use of the E-meter “as 
simple confessional aid and all of which will cause the plaintiffs 
and each of them to suffer irreparable harm further the plaintiffs 
have no adequate remedy at law for the damage done and threatened 
to be done by defendants in seizing and detaining the E-meters 
because plaintiffs are now unable to obtain E-meters with which to 
practice their religion 


Because the E-meters are not and do not appear to be misbranded 
devices within the Food Drug and Cosmetic Act and because the 
-plaintiffs Federal constitutional rights respecting the establish¬ 
ment and free exercise of religion have been abridged irreparable 
harm damage and injury has been done and will continue to be done 
unless the unlawful acts and conduct of the defendants relating 
to the seizure and detention of E-meters addressed to plaintiffs 
are erjoired 


WHEREFORE the plaintiffs pray the defendants and each of them 
be permanently enjoined from

the devices in the prevention and treatment of serious diseases

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This Is entirely consonant with the majority opinion of the 
Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia which clearly 
holds that they are not objecting to condemnation of the 
devices on tie ground that the labeling fails to bear adequate

In accordance with the views expressed In my memo to the Bureau of Medicine 
dated 2/17/69 and in which you concurred (copy attached) the Districts have 
been advised of the appellate decision and that for the present we are not 
contemplating further legal actions or detentions of the E-Meter 


Several Districts responded that they currently have E Meters under deten¬ 
tion Some have Issued Notices of Detention and at the request of the 
importers have granted extensions of time for replying In other cases, 
Refusals of Admission were issued, and the devices are still in possession of 
U S Customs 


As you know, the complaints for injunction against FDA In DAL-DO and LOS DO 
to prevent us from making further detentions or exporting those already 
detained, were dismissed by the Courts shortly before the appellate decision 


To dispose of those cases in import status, we plan to refuse admission of 
the K-Meters now under detention We propose to require their exportation 
(as well as E-Meters which have already been refused admission) unless you 
advise to the contrary We do not however content late further detentions 
unless you so advise

MEMORANDUM AND ORDER 

By espousing their religious beliefs and making uee 
of a rather curious device known as an E meter plaintiffs 
have USER under taken to achieve a utopian civilisation 
without insanity criminals war or any other of the various 
evils which have traditionally plagued mankind This E- „ 
meter is in fact nothing more than a crude form of the well- "" 
known polygraph often used in police investigations Plain¬ 
tiffs however insist that the E-meter is necessary to the 
practice of Scientology The exclusive source of supply is 
the headquarters of the Scientology Church located in England 

Throughout Soientology literature can be found claims 
regarding the curative effects of E meter processing The 
United States Pood and Drug Administration under the Sec¬ 
retary of Health Education and Welfare has ruled that 
because of these various claims E meters are misbranded 
devices within 21 U 3 C A Sec 3f?2 This position 13 main¬ 
tained even though there is a label affixed to each E-meter 
cautioning the user that it is "not intended or effective 
for the diagnosis prevention or treatment of any disease " 
but that It is for use in Scientology " 

Th present action in \hich ar In^an ^ion ^ ought 
was occasioned by tn Admin^ ration s interc tior of a 
lumber of these contrivances In route to plain iff 3 1 local 
organization in Austin Texas On February 20 1968 plain 
tiffs were first notiiied that the shipment was being detained 
In the 3 ame communication they were allowed to appear for 
a hearing and/or present an^ pertinent evidence Subsequently 
on ebruary 29 1968 counsel for plaintiffs wro e to the 
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Dallas District office of the Pood and Drug Administra¬ 
tion requesting that the E meters be released or al 
ternatively a thirty day extension to allow preparation 
for a hearing The Administration or March x3 denied plain¬ 
tiffs request for release but did grant the extension 

On April 12 1968 plaintiffs' counsel and an Adminis¬ 

tration agent agreed to set the hearing date for April 24 
In the meantime on April 18 1968 plaintiffs accompanied 

by counsel met for an informal discussion at the Dallas Dis 
trlct office fhe result of that discussion was the post 
ponement of the April 24 hearing pending a determination 
requested by plaintiffs by the Washington headquarters of 
the Pood and Drug Administration as to whether jurisdiction 
over the E meters would continue to be asserted After a 
study of the matter the Administration decided to stand by 
the original Notice of Detention and Hearing Apparently 
believing that any further proceedings with the Administration 
would be futile plaintiffs came directly to this Court and 
filed suit The hearing on motions for summary Judgment made 
by both parties was held on January 23 19&9 

By the provisions of 21 U 3 C A Sec 381 (a) the Secretary 
I 3 delegated very broad powers over imports he believes to 
be misbranded There is no statutory requirement that the 
articles actually be misbranded It is sufficient if they only 
appear to be misbranded Sec 381(a) Plaintiffs do not 
quarrel with the Congressional grant of such wide discretion 
but do contend that the Secretary 3 action prohibits the free 
exercise of their religion in violation of the First Amendment 
to t u e Jnitad S a es Constitution 

Notwithstanding that the effect of the Administration s 
ordors denies plaintiffs the use of these particualr fc. meters 
this case is devoid of any freedom of religion issue In 
Church of Scientology of California v Cohen. Civ 68 - 163 I-R 
(C D Cal 1969 ) a case embracing almost Identical facta 
the Court found as a matter of law 

7 The exercise of religious freedom doeo not 
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include the freedom to violate the Federal 
i'ood Drug and Cosmetic Act 

9 Plaintiff asserts it is a bona fide 
religious organization Assuming this to 
be true the freedom of religion guaranteed 
by the First Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States do«s not afford plain¬ 
tiff he riirht to import devices that are 
misor uided fit ii zhe meaning of he Federal 
^ood Drug and uos etic 1c an Aot which 
has as its ouroosa he protection of the 
public health 

Since the E-metor is in actuality a simple skin galvanometer 
it is not necessary that plaintiffs have access to the par 
ticular instruments which are at the center of this dispute 
in order to practice Scientology This fact contrasted with 
the broad powers delegated to the Secretary reveals plaintiffs’ 
interest to be insubstantial Clearly no one has a vested 
right to trade with foreign nations Buttfleld v Stranahan.

It is our present contention that the use of the Hubbard E” Meter in 
the auditing of individual Scientologists constitutes a crude and 
potentially dangerous form of psychoanalysis Psychoanalysis dealing 
with the mind of man comprises techniques not ammenable to self-diagnosis 
or self-treatment As such, the use of such techniques can hardly be 

considered to come within the category of lay individuals It is rather 
considered to be in the realm of professionally qualified individuals 
licensed to practice such arts 

We therefore believe that the use of the E Meter as a diagnostic tool, 
employed by untrilned and relatively unskilled amateur psychoanalysists, 
constitutes the practice of medicine Inasmuch as such individuals are 
not licensed to practice the "**^7 r Ht\Q of psychoanalysis, this is a 
violation of lav

Unless we can detect the social personality and hold him safe from undue 
restraint and detect also the anti social and restrain him our society will go 
on suffering from insanity criminality and war and Man and civilization

Of all our technical skills such differentiation ranks the highest since

Do not smash the social personality—and do not fail to render powerless 
the anti social in their efforts to harm the rest of us

Government is only dangerous when it can be employed by and for anti 
social personalities The end result is the eradication of all social personal) 
ties and the resultant collapse of Egypt Babylon Rome Russia or the West 
You will note in the characteristics of the anti social personality that 
intelligence is not a clue to the anti social They are bright or stupid or 
average Thus those who are extremely intelligent can rise to considerable 
even head of state heights 

Importance and ability or wish to rise abo e others are likewise not 
indexes to the anti social When they do become important or rise they are 
however rather visible by the broad consequences of their acts But they are 
as likely to be un n portanl people or hold very lowly stations and wish for 
nothing better 

Thus it is the twelve given characteristics alone which identify the anti 
social personality And these same twelve reversed are the sole criteria of the 
social personality if one wishes to be truthful about them 

The identification ir labelling of an anti social personality cannot be done 
honestly and accurately unless one also in the same examination of the 
person reviews the positi e side of his life 

All persons under stress can react with momentary flashes of anti social 
conduct This does not make them anti social personalities 

The true anti social person has a majority of anti social characteristics 
The social personality has t majority of social characteristics 
Thus one must examine the good with the bad before one can truly label 
the anti social or the social 

In reviewing such matters very broad testimony and evidence are best 
One or two isolated instances determine nothing One should search all 
twelve social and all twelve anti social characteristics and decide on the 
basis of actual evidence not opinion 

The twelve primary characteristics of the social personality are as follows 

1 The social personality is specific in relating circumstances Joe Jones 

said-The Star Newspaper reported-and gives sources of data 

where important or possible 

He may use the generality of they or people but seldom in connection 
with attributing statements or opinions of an alarming nature 

2 The social personality is eager to relay good news and reluctant to 
relay bad 

He may not e en bo her to pass along criticism when it doesn t matter 
He is more interested in making another feel liked or wanted than disliked 
bv others and tends to err toward reassurance rather than toward criticism 


3 A social personality passes communication without much alteration 
and if deleting anything tends to delete injurious matters 

He does not like to hurt people s feelings He sometimes errs in holding 
back bad news or orders which seem critical or harsh 

4 Treatment reform and psychotherapy particularly of a mild nature 
work very well on the social personality 

Whereas anti social people sometimes promise to reform they do not 
Only the social personality can change or improve easily 

It is often enough to point out unwanted conduct to a social p rsonality 
to completely alter it for the better 

Criminal codes and violent punishment are not needed to regulate social 
personalities 

5 The friends and associates of a social personality tend to be well 
happy and of good morale 

A truly social personality quite often produces betterment in health or 
fortune by his mere presence on the scene 

At the very least he does not reduce the existing levels of health or morale 
in his associates 

When ill the social personality heals or recovers in an expected manner 
and is found open to successful treatment 

6 The social personality tends to select correct targets for correction 

He fixes the tyre that is flat rather than attack the windscreen 

In the mechanical arts he can therefore lepair things and make them work 

7 Cycles of action begun are ordinarily completed by the social per 
sonality if possible 

8 The social personality is ashamed of his misdeeds and reluctant to 
confess them He takes responsibility for his errors 

9 The social personality supports constructive groups and tends to 
protest or resist destructive groups 

10 Destructive actions are protested by the social personality He assists 
constructive or helpful actions 

11 The social personality helps others and actively resists acts which 
harm others 

12 Property is property of someone to the social personality and its 
theft or misuse is prevented or frowned upon 

THE BASIC MOTIVATION 

The social personality naturally operates on the basis of the greatest good 

He is not haunted by imagined enemies but he does recognize real enemies 
when they exist 

The social personality wants to survive and wants others to survive where 
as the anti social personality really and covertly wants others to succumb 

Basically the social personality wants others to be happy and do well

However the list given above consists of things which such a personality 
cannot detect in himself or herself This is so true that if you thought you 
found yourself in one of the above you most rtamly are ot anti social 
Self eriticism is a luxury the anti social cannot afford They r ist be RIGHT 
because they are in ontinual danger in their own estimation If you proved 
one WRONG you might even send him or her into a severe illness 
Only the sane well balanced person tries to correct his conduct 


RELIEF 


If you were to weed out of your past by proper search and discovery 
those anti social persons you have known and if you then disconnected 
you might experience great relief 

Similarly if soci ty were to r cogm/e this personality type as a sick being 
as they now isol tc people with smallpox both social and economic recoveries 
could occur 

Things are not likely to get much better so long as 20 / of the population

It is important then to examine and list the attributes of the anti social 
personality Influencing as it does the daily lives of so many it well behooves 
decent people to become better informed on this subject 

ATTRIBUTFS 

The anti social personality has the following attributes 

1 He or she sptaks only in very broad generalities They say 

Everybody thinks Everyone knows and such expressions are 

in continual use p irticularly when imparting rumour When asked Who 
is everybody it normally turns iut to be one source and from this 

souice the anti sicial person has manufactured what he or she pretends is 
the whole opinion of the whole society 

This is natural to them since to them all society is a large hostile generality 
against the anti social in particular 

2 Such a person deals mainly in bad ne vs critical or hostile remarks 
invalidation and general suppression 

Gossip or harbinger of evil tidings or rumour monger once des 
cnbed such persons 

It is notable that there is no good news or complimentary remark passed 
on by such a person 

3 The anti social personality alters to worsen communication when he 
or she relays a messige or news Good news is stopped and only bad news 
often embellished is passed along 

Such a person alsc pretends to pass on bad news which is in actual fact 
invented 

4 A characteristic and one of tl ad things about an anti social per 
sonality is that it docs not respond o treatment or reform or psycho therapy 

5 Surrounding such a personality we find cowed or ill associates or 
friends who when not driven actually insane are yet behaving in a crippled 
manner in life failing not succeeding 

Such people make trouble for others 

When treated or educated the near associate of the anti social personality 
has no stability of ga n but promptly relapses or loses his advantages of 
knowledge being under the suppressive influence of the other 

Physically treated such associates commonly do not recover in the expected 
time but worsen and have poor convalescences 

It is quite useless to treat or help or tram such persons so long as they 
remain under the in* 1 tenc of the anti social connection 


The largest number of insane are insane because of such anti social 
connections and do not recover easily for the same reason 

Unjustly we seldom see the anti social personality actually in an institu 
tion Only his friends and family are there 

6 The anti social personality habitually selects the wrong target 

If a tyre is flat from driving over nails he or she curses a companion or a 
non causative source of the trouble If the radio next door is too loud he 
or she kicks the cat 

If A is the obvious cause the anti social personality inevitably blames B 
or C or D 

7 The anti social cannot finish a cycle of action 

Such become surrounded with incomplete projects 

8 Many anti social persons will freely confess to the most alarming 
crimes when forced to do so but will have no faintest sense of responsibility 
for them 

Their actions have little or nothing to do with their own volition Things 
just happened 

They have no sense of correct causation and particularly cannot feel any 
sense of remorse or shame therefore 

9 The anti social personality supports only destructive groups and rages 
against and attacks any constructive or betterment group 

10 This type of personality approves only of destructive actions and 
fights against constructive or helpful actions or activities 

The artist in particular is often found as a magnet for persons with anti 
social personalities who see in his art something which must be destroyed 
and covertly as a friend proceed to try 

11 Helping others is an activity which drives the anti social personality 
nearly berserk Activities however which destroy in the name of help are 
closely supported 

12 The anti social personality has a bad sense of property and conceives 
that the idea that anyone owns anything is a pretense made up to fool 
people Nothing is ever really owned 

THE BASIC REASON 

The basic reason the anti social personality behaves as he or she does lies 
in a hidden terror of others 

To such a person every other being is an enemy an enemy to be covertly 
or overtly destroyed 

The fixation is that survival itself depends on keeping others down or 
keeping people ignorant 

If anyone were to promise to make others stronger or brighter the anti 
social persor ity suffers the utmost agony of personal danger
